By concentrating outgoing wireless waves and 
throwing them in a given direction, as a searchlight throws its 
light waves, he is able to point them at will, restrict their Yecep 
tion to a small area and put more of a push behind them. 
His radio beams seem suprisingly effective, carrying mes­ 
sages from Montreal to London at the rate of 150 to 200 words a 
minute, three times as fast as the cables, with perfect reception 
In the experimental service. More remarkable still, Marconi says 
he can flash his wireless messages simultaneously in both direc­ 
tions. Apparently the opposite radio waves don’t interfere with 
each other. 
There may be, in a few years, a powerful system of such 
radio stations covering the world. They may be used eventually 
for telephony as well as telegraphy.

East Rochester may soon be. a new 
coaling and water terminal for the 
Cleveland and Pittsburgh division of 
the Pennsy lvania railroad. 
That a new pumping station is to 
be erected on railroad property , in a 
tract of wooded land about a mile 
¡cast of East Rochester, was announc­ 
ed today . 
I 
Contractor for the project has al- 
■ ready started work . Several cars of 
material are ex pected to arrive this 
week ter tho new building. 
According to reports, there will be 
a large concrete basin to catch sur­ 
face water. 
In addition, wells will 
be drilled to assure permanent wa­ 
ter supply . 
— 
Besides the 
pumping 
station, ac­ 
cording to reports received here by 
railwork ers, 
company officials 
are 
planning to erect 
tipples 
pumping' station to lurnish coal for 
trains. 
The coaling 
and 
water terminal 
which has been maintained at Bay ­ 
ard for several y ears Is to be prac­ 
tically discontinued with the opening 
of the structure at East Rochester, ac­ 
cording to reports. 
The Bay ard sta­ 
tion will probably be. used for trains 
on the Minerva branch line. 
During th > 
last 
few y ears, with 
heavier trains being haiSlMT! over this 
division. It has been found that the 
distance between water terminals at 
New Salisbury and Bay ard Is too far. 
Many freight have been forced tu 
stop near East Rochester, the engine 
being cut off to go to Bay ard for. 
water. 
To accommodate trains, and k eep 
the main line open for faster trains 
while freights are securing coal and 
water, two sidings each a mile long 
are to be constructed. 
One will be 
for westbound and one for eastbound 
traffic. 
Erect iou of the new pumping sta­ 
tion is the result of completing the 
Cantqp to Bay ard cutoff which was 
recently opened 
for 
traffic. Water 
pipes at Bay ard are not properly lo­ 
cated to care for freights coming over 
the (mtoff. 
In addition 
to the surface water 
which Is ex pected to k eep the con­ 
crete basin well filled, the railroad 
will have advantage of a canal that 
runs along the wroods In case surface 
water Is low. Wells will be used to 
meet needs shoulder the surface sup 
ply fall. 
A large water tank will prt^Mdily 
be ejected to furnish pressure 
tor 
tilling tank s on engines. 
Water wlH 
be lifted from the concrete basin to 
the standidpe, where it will .flow Into 
the engines under gravity pressvre. 
With incrjased traffic over this dl- 
vieion. It is probable that three men 
will be employ ed at the pumping sta­ 
tion. each work ing an eight-hour shift. 
Pumps will not be required to op­ 
erate‘continuously unless it Is neces­ 
sary to operate the wells. 
At the present time, water termi­ 
nals are located at New Salisbury , 
Bay ard and Alliance. The long steep 
grade from Sallnevllle to SummiSvUle 
requires so much 
water that few 
heavy trains can go from New Salis- 
bnry to Bay ard on the supply receiv­ 
ed at New Salisbury . 
Few westbound freight* trains pas?

Radio Beams 


At last Marconi is using, with practical success, the “beam 
system” of wireless communication on which he has been work 
ing for 15 years. By concentrating outgoing wireless waves and 
throwing them in a given direction, as a searchlight throws its 
light waves, he is able to point them at will, restrict their Yecep 
tion to a small area and put more of a push behind them. 
His radio beams seem suprisingly effective, carrying mes­ 
sages from Montreal to London at the rate of IGO to 200 words a 
minute, three times as fast as the cables, with perfect reception 
in the experimental service. More remarkable still, Marconi says 
he can flash his wireless messages simultaneously in both direc­ 
tions. Apparently the opposite radio waves don’t interfere with 
each other. 
There may be, in a few years, a powerful system of such 
radio stations covering the world. They may be usee! eventually 
for telephony as well as telegraphy. 
Will they supplant the wires and cables? Probably not. Metal 
lines may always be needed for privacy, and for greater inde­ 
pendence of weather and electrical disturbances. 


Berlin Goes T o Bed 


Berliners have got permission to stay up until 3 a. r n . says 
a dispatch from the German capital, “and how they dread it!” 
The rule in lorce until recently required theaters, dance 
halls, cafes and restaurants to close at I o’clock. Now, with two 
hour more to play, patrons are going home at the usual time. 
Berlin used to be famed as an “all-night town.” Its night 
life was a scandal. 
But it seemed to outsiders forced and un­ 
natural, as if Berlin folk felt obliged to rival Paris bv night 
and didn’t really enjoy it. 
At any late, tile city seems to have settled down into a fairly 
Bober community of people who go to bed at night because they’re 
tired of artificial gaiety and foolish expense, and want to get up 
without a headache and do a real day’s work. That will count in 
European reconstruction.
